reformatory methods. — 

The author of the Arcadian principle is Hion. F. Geeting, editor of 
the American Criminal Records, and a well-known Chicago crimina! 
lawyer. Mr. Geeting dots not refer to criminals of a dark and bloody 
turn of mind, but to those kindly souls who practice the gentle art of 
selling gold bricks to the unsophisticated rustic and other swindlers. 
The present method by which the rude law casts these men into the 
common jail with murderers and anarchists is, according to Mr. Geet- 
ing, the destruction of many of them who are only suffering from a 
slight mora! twist which might be straightened out by the application 
of much milder methods. — 

The scheme which Mr. Geeting intends to urge upon the govern- 
ment and Legislature of Ilinois is the formation of a litUe town along 
novel lines. The town will be situated in the country, each house 
standing in the center of a little garden, where peaches and roses may 
grow. For fear the rural simplicity of the place might pal! on the 
city-bred inhabitants and tempt them to return to wicked places like 
Chicago, a stout wall, whose ugliness can be concealed with vines and 
gooseberry bushes, will be erected about the town.

The old Courthouse was one of the 
oldest buildings in the city. It was 
erected for a market place far back 
in the sixties. Afterward it became 
a wine cellar and then was purchased 
by the county and the county offices 
‘were installed there. It was replaced 
nearly twenty years ago by the mag- 
nificent Bullard Block. Down on 
Fort street, now Broadway, about the 
middie of the block between Third 
j}and Fourth, once stood a little red 
brick building with a gable toward 
the street. It Was the parsonage for 
the first Methodist minister who had 
a regular congregation in the. city. 
The church stood next door. It was 
erected about 1875 and was quite a 
pretentious building for its time, 
Wher this congregation, grown to im- 
mense proportions, had become too 
large for this building; the present 
magnificent plant for spiritual pur- 
poses was established on Hill and 
Sixth streets, and the old site was 
sold for business purposes, The 
Laughlin building occupies the ground 
at the present time. 

Churches have marked many trans- 
formations. The Baptists had a 
building where the Mutual Life Build- 
ing now stands on Third and Hill. 
Second and Broadway, the southeast 
corner, was once occupied by the 
church of the First Presbyterian con- 
gregation. This building was put 
there about 1886 and remained for 
nearly ten years. The old church was 
removed up Broadway and is now a 
lodging-house known as the Franklin, 
on the west side of the street a little 
north of The Times building. The 
corner of Broadway and Fifth was oc 
cupled twenty years ago by the Trin- 
ity Methodist Church, which later 
was moved far south to its present 
location on Grand avenue near Ninth 
street. 

One of the oldest landmarks the 
town stood on Main street ae op- 
posite East Third. It was known as 
George's Round-House. George was 
a German of peculiar disposition who 


still who can remember when the 
postofiice was in Temple Block on the 
corner of Spring and Temple streeta. 
It then removed south to nearly the 
corner of Spring and First, just north 
of the magnificent Equitable Savings 
Bank building. From here the post- 
office went to the Doll building on 
Broadway below Sixth. Thence it 
migrated to the corner of Main and 
Winston, where the government erect- 
ed a handsome building of its own for 
that time. The town outgrew the ca- 
pacity of this beautiful new postoffice, 
and rented the old Armory building 
on Spring and Eighth. Again the cor- 
respondence of the city outgrew the 
accommodations, and the postoffice 
took another move to the old cable 
power-house on the corner of Grand 
avenue and Seventh street, where -t 
is now and will remain until the 
$1,000,000 postoffice has» been erected 
on the corner of Temple and Main 
streets. 

So one could go on and fill several 
pages of The Times with these rem- 
iniscences of the continual passing of 
ancient landmarks, one period oblit- 
erating the improvements of a pre- 
vious one. At each forward step Los 
Angeles people prided themselves on 
the growth of the city and the im- 
provements in the character of the 
structures erected for both residence 
purposes and for business. There 
provably never have been, in the 
history of any city, so £«rapid 
changes along the streets from pe- 
riod to period. It is a_ trying 
place for one of sentimental tem- 
perament, who becomes attached to 
localities or fixtures, to make his 
home in. Many a wrench his heart- 
strings have been subjected to as he 
saw one familiar building after an- 
other demolished before the hammer 
of the contractor, a cottage removed 
for a ten-room two-story residence, 
this again for a three-story business 
block, and before the mortar was 
fairly dry between the bricks, this 
torn down to make place for a ten- 
story modern structure. y and 
many a time this has been ex pe-

POOR EXCUSE. 

For obvious reasons the builders 
of the Owens River aqueduct desire 
that liquor sellers be kept away from 
the construction camps, and the City 
Council and Board of Public Works 
have requested the County Supervis- 
ors to deny applications for licenses 
within four miles of any camp. 

The Supervisors refuse to aid the 
city in its efforts to protect aqueduct 
workmen from “forty-rod” camp fol- 
lowers and to prevent turbulence and 
trouble along the line, and their ex- 
cuse is that the action desired “would 
be class legislation and would not be 
countenanced by the Supreme Court.” 

They propose to grant licenses 
wherever their “constituents” ask for 
them, because they are sensitive 
about being reversed by the Supreme 
Court. In the words of the immortal 
bard What's his name: “‘Fiddle- 
sticks!” 

The City of Los Angeles refuses to 
grant licenses Outside of a _ certain 
section and it limits the number of 
saloons within the city boundaries. 
and yet the Supreme Court has: not 
set aside the city ordinance as “class 
legislation.” 

There is no legislation involved in 
what the Supervisors are asked to do. 
It is within their discretionary power 
to deny any application for a liquor 
license for any reason that seems good 
to them. Do they mean to say that 
they are obliged by law to grant ev- 
ery license asked for, and that they 
cannot reject any application withont 
coming into conflict with the Supreme 
Court? 

Supervisor Patterson's solemn ex- 
pounding of constitutional law is not 
convincing; it sounds like the feeble 
subterfuge of a politician who has 
fences to mend. The president of the 
Board of Public Works is*a lawyer, | 
the City Counci]) has the advice of 
able attorneys, and those bodies did 
not pass resolutions requesting the 
Supervisors to violate the law or to 
enact prohibited legislation. 

Until the Supervisors give a sound 
reason for their refusal to assist the

Municipal Service Rules, 


PROS AND CONS AS TO ADAP- 
TATION—SOME HUMOROUS 
FEATURES. 


BY CAPT CHARLES KIENER. 


The purpose of civil service exami- 
natoons, as established and operated 
in most cities of the United States, is 
to supply the departmeats of muni- 
cipal governments with terial well 
qualified for various posts. This pur 
pose is supposed to be best accom- 
plished by means of competitive ex- 
aminations for each individual post- 
tion and vacancy. 

While thus necessarily productive of 
a more efficient public service, civil 
service reform has nevertheiess met, in 
many instances, with strong antago- 
nism. Indeed, many municipalities 
stood vigorously against its introduc- 
tion, and some of them refuse yet its 
adaptation. Perhaps the most popu- 
lar explanation advaned for this seem- 
ing anomaly may be the-fsct that the 
civil service rules, if strictly applied, 
interfere to a considerable degree with 
the political spoils system and with 


To be sure, ‘those golden a vil 
service ‘days have gone, wh “Jim” 
and “Joe,” ever jolly, good fellows and 


| heroes of the bar room, though inno- 


cent of oe that savored of 
knowledge and ucation, stood an 
excellent chance to gratify their am- 
bitious aspirations for fat municipal 
jobs. But, while civil service reform 
may disappoint many the public in 
general has become the gainer. This 
is undeniably true in rogurd to at 
least one of the most prominent de- 
partments of our civic governments, 
namely, the police department. It is 
in continuous and close contact with 
the public, who necessarily depend 
in a very large measure upon the effi- 
cacy and sagacity of that depart- 
ment and its members. Thia fact has, 
long ago, been recognised ‘n our large 
and progressive eastern citica and the 
conditions for those who to join 
the police force there are so exacting 
that special “schools of instruction” 
have been established in those cities 
to prepare candidates for the rigid 
task. Those examinations, besides 
consisting of gevere physical testa in 
all kinds of gymnastics and in wrest- 
ling, elaborate mental and memory 
tests, extensive city informations and 
special police duties, comprise also a 
complete series of medical questions 
and the practical knowledge of .obstet- 
rics. The result is that our large éast- 
ern cities possess a police force of un- 
questioned efficiency and equal to al- 
most any emergency. 

The examinations for the police de- 
partment in Los Angeles, while de- 
vised after those of the large eastern 
cities, do, however, not compare in 
severity with them. The reason for 
this is apparent. The city of New 
York, for instance, with nearly 5,000,- 
000 ~=population, easily furnishes the 
necessary number of such candidates 
who are physically and mentally ca- 
pable of mastering the rigid teats. 
The city of Los Angeles, with some- 
thing more than 275,000 population, 
does not: in fact, to meet the demand 
for men on our police department at 
all, the bars had to Be iet down con- 
siderably. 

But to insist that patrolmen, be- 
ng bodily strength, 
should have brains and develop symp- 
toma of human intelligence seems only 
fair to the public. who depend so 
largely on their tact and sober judg- 
ment. 

In conclusion, a few inetances of an- 
swers received at local police exami- 
nations are here given. fllustrative of 
the difficulties against which the ex- 
aminer has to battle.

JAPANESE 
WANT PEACE. 


BY LIEUT. TOWSLEY. 


Lieut. Charlies D. Towsley, retired, 
who has just returned from an ex- 
tended trip abroad, says of Japanese 
sentiment: 

“Eliminating the question as to 
whether Japan desires war, tt is evi- 
dent that, at the present time, it is in 
no condition to engage in a conflict 
of any sort.

PRINTING BILLS REDUCED.

g THE RATE LAW 
AS IT WORKS. 


BY CONGRESSMAN TOWNSEND. 


The railroad legislation of the Fifty- 
ninth Congress, has, during the short

|have practically disappeared. The |

/mission is frequently exercising ite 
power, not only to determine unreason- 
able rates, but also to substitute maxi- 
mum rates in their stead, and the 
roads are generally obeying the orders. 

The time has not been sufficient yet 
for the commission to put In force sec- 
tion 20 of the new law, which, in my 
opinion, is one of the most important. 
if not the most important, of its pro- 
visiofi«. It is the publicity clause, and 
provides for 4 uniform method of keep- 
ing accounts: the commission ts at 
work, and a system will be provided 
and followed 

Not the least of the many great bene- 
fite which have been noticed as a re- 
eult of the legisiation fs the disposition 
of railroad managers to take notice of 
the fact that the people are intelligent- 
ly and persistently demanding their 
rights under their contract with carry- 
}ing corporations. Many of these manu- 
gers are recognizing these rights, and 
the few exceptions are not enjoying life 
to any great extent. It has already 
been discovered’ that the measure was 


| mate railroading, but is alike benefictal 
to the people and to the honest rall- 
road manager. It is no longer possible 
for a big and powerful corporation te 
hold the traffic agent of a ratiroad up 
by the throat and extort special favor« 
from him. It cannot be done with 
safety either to the corporation or i>

THE NORTH CAROLIAN CASE. 


The question of just what is inter- 
state commerce is one of considerable 
importance, and the North Carolina 


rate situation is an example in potnt. 

It is, I believe, generally conceded by 
constitutional lawyers that ig matters 
over which it has control, the Federal 
government is supreme. It can exert 
that control on every foot of domain 
within its jurisdiction under the Con- 
stitution. It knows no State lines in 
the exercise of tts power. Interstate 
commerce comprehends not only the 
railroad or other carrier ttself, but all 
the men and instrumentalities engaged 
in it, and when there is a mixture or 
confusion of tnter or intrastate com- 
merce, the Federal control is supreme. 
Now, I am not familiar with the word- 
ing of the North Carolina rate law. bat 
I do know that the Atlantic Coast Line 
and the Southern Railway are engaged 
in interstate commerce. I am sure that 
no train on either of these roads passes 
between any two places, elther in or 
outside of North Carolina, which does 
not carry freight or passengers as “‘In- 
terstate commerce.” If this is true. the 
Federal authority eatends over that 
train, and. therefore, over all the in- 
strumentalities connected with its op- 
eration. The doctrine of State rights 
may be used to conjure with, but it be- 
comes a most unreal thing where inter- 
posed as a barrier to the exercise of 
any right distinctively Federal in its 
nature. 

If a Federal right was involved in the 
suit against the railroads in North 
Carolina the case was within the juris- 
diction of Judge Pritchard, and the 
matter can be determined by the Su- 
preme Court. 


FEDERAL AUTHORITY SUPREME. 


So long as the Federal government 
failed to exercise its right to control 
so-called State roads during interstate 
business, the State had undoubted right 
to regulate by imposing constitutional 
laws: but where the constitutionality 
of the law is questioned, or where the 
Federal authority assumes its powers, 
then the State and its laws and author- 
ity become subordinated to the superior 
authority. 

The railroad agitation now extant 
ought to be crystalized into a policy at
